Ordinances To 
Raise Bldg. Fees 

At Tuesday .night’s regu¬ 
lar meeting, your City Coun¬ 
cil reviewed and then set 
for a Public Hearing two 
Ordinances, No. 8T3 and 874. 
The Hearing to be held at 
the regular meeting of July 
20, and if passed will be¬ 
come effective in the month 
of September. 

Those Ordinances deal 
with the necessary adjust¬ 
ment to the building permit 
fees to keep on a par or 
clo.se to a par with the foes 
charged by the cciinty and 
surrounding cities. 

The one Ordinance would 
raise building permit and 
plan’ check fees and the 
other Ordinance would in¬ 
crease Sierra Madre’s wiring 
code fees.

The law firm was ap¬ 
pointed as Special Counsel 
to supervise all proceedings 
and to prepare all resolu¬ 
tions, notices and other 
papers and' proceedings for 
any work and improvement 
that will be authorized by 
the City Council in regards 
to Sewer District iNo. 94. 

'The rate of compensation 
for these services were set 
by the Resolutioin' at 2% per 
cent of the construction 
costs, one halt payable upon 
formation of the District 
and the balance on confir¬ 
mation of assessments, also 
rea.sanable fees for acquisi¬ 
tion’ plus costs. The District 
is estimated to cost in the 
vicinity of $800,000. Should 
the District be protested out, 
a minimum fee of $1,000 
would be due immediately. 
This brings the estimated 
expend’iture to the City of 
approximately $!50,000 be-

Just like the recent event, 
where they were called out 
to find’ a person lost in the 
mountains, and spent 4- 
days on the search, only to

Senior Citizens 
Ask To Apply 

Claim forms for the 1971 
Senior Citizens Property Tax 
Assistance have boe.n mail¬ 
ed according to Martin Huff, 
Executive Officer of the 
Franchise Tax Board. 

The forms were mailed to 
the 62,000 persons who tiled 
claims and received a reini- 
l)ursement last year, as well 
as to individuals who have 
already requested forms. 
Huff said. Other persons 
who believe they may qual¬ 
ify should write or contact 
(he .nearest office of the 
Franchise Tax Board'. 

Almo.st .niiie million dol¬ 
lars in a.ssistance was paid 
to clamants last year. Huff 
said, and the payments av¬ 
eraged $137 each. Tiie .num¬ 
ber of claims received la.st 
year was lower than expect¬ 
ed which indicates that 
many qualified persons did 
not apply for the a.ssi.stancp 
,d'ue them, he said. 

To receive assistance 
claimants mu-st be 65 years 
old or older; mu.st own and 
occupy their home; must 
have paid the property tax¬ 
es on the home; and must 
have a total hou.seh.old in¬ 
come of less than $3,3.50. 
Qualified individuals can 
receive both the Senior Citi¬ 
zens Property Tax Assist¬ 
ance and the Homeowners 
Property Tax Excmptioin.

Veterans Warned 
To Read Carefully 

The Vctera.n.s Admini.stra- 
tion Regional Director for 
Southern California, Gordon 
R.Eiliott, advised veterans 
in this area to read care¬ 
fully “before” they purchase 
any insum,nee. 

'The Regional Office has 
received complaints that a 
private i.nsura.nce com.pa.ny 
is distributing printed in¬ 
formation in a campaign to 
sell its policies under the 
guise that they are GI in- 
.surance policies. The mater¬ 
ial is mailed in a brow.n Cin- 
velope, similar to the type 
used by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Elliott said that the 
material, if read carefully, 
is not misleading. If, how¬ 
ever, it is read quickly or 
hastily perused, the reader 
is led to believe that pre¬ 
mium rates for the private 
policy is about the same as 
GI in.snrancc ’The big dif¬ 
ference, Elliott points out, is 
dividends paid over the 
years on Gl insura.nce. The 
.ne.xt GI premium is there¬ 
fore considerably cheaper 
tha.n that offered by the 
company distributing print¬ 
ed information.

Whose Wallet? 


Telephone Toll 
Calls Eliminated 

Elimination of a toll 
charge for local calls to the 
Pasadena and Mt. Wilson 
area was announced re¬ 
cently by J. A. Smith, Gen¬ 
eral Telephone div i s i o n 
manager. 

Effective May 26, tele¬ 
phone users with prefixes 
.357, 35.S a.nd 3.59 will be able 
to dial 13 additional num¬ 
bers in .neighboring areas 
without being charged mes¬ 
sage units. 

According to Smith, the 
free dialing area for the 
Monrovia exchange num¬ 
bers has been extended for 
calls to the following pre¬ 
fixes: 440, 441, 449, 577, 791, 
792, 793, 794, 795, 796, 797, 
798 and 799. 


Action taken by a water quality enforcement agency 
may compel a number of Midwest utilities to invest many 
millions of dollars in cooling towers. A news account notes 
that the “. . . utilities found themselves in hot water up 
to their wallets.” The writer of this news report might 
more accurately have stated that the power companies’ 
customers found themselves in hot water up to their 
wallets. 

After all, a power company’s obligation is to provide 
electric energy that is as reasonable in cost as possible. 
Regulatory authorities see to that. If pollution control 
regulations are suddenly changed, as they seem to have 
been in the case of these Midwest companies, after the 
(x>mpanies have launched construction programs, a great 
deal of costly “remodeling” becomes necessary. In the 
case of those companies, this cost will run as high as $55 
per kilowatt of generating capacity. All of the companies 
said they could have included cooling towers in the original 
plans for their plants at far less cost if they had known 
in advance that they would be required. As is now likely, 
under the new rules, one company estimates operating costs 
will be increased about $3-million annually. Another com¬ 
pany estimates additional construction costs at 10 per 
cent.

In the scramble to ratify a Constitutional amendment 
giving the full franchise to young people 18 years of age, 
Vermont has become the first state to do what a good 
many people have argued as being only logical; granting 
full adulthood at the same time. 

The Vermont legislature passed, and Gov. Deane Davis 
signed, a measure giving 18 year olds the right to vote, 
drink and enter into legal contracts, thereby conferring 
on the young people not only some new rights but some 
new responsibilities as well. 

The California legislature has made our the 20th state 
to ratify the vote amendment, and soon will be considering 
a supplementary bill which would lower the majority, as 
well as the voting age, to 18. Unlike Vermont, however, 
California can’t grant the right to drink to teen-agers 
without a constitutional amendment. 

It is comparatively simple, of course, to legislate ma¬ 
jority. It is impossible to legislate maturity in the true 
sense of the word. The years to come will reveal how well 
our newly franchised young people handle their new 
opportunities and obligations.

In addition, the California State 
Department of Fish and Game made 
its own study of the same marine 
area in 1969. The Department 
concluded that the nuclear unit’s 
operation did not appear to have had 
an adverse effect on the near-shore 
marine environment. 

Based on these and other facts, we 
believe nuclear plants are a safe and 
sensible way to generate electricity. 
Clean, too. Since there’s no 
combustion in a nuclear reactor, no 
by-products of combustion are 
released into the atmosphere. 

At Edison, we plan to rely more 
and more on nuclear power to meet 
the growing need for electricity

ever recorded in Southern California. 
Besides, the nuclear reactor can be 
shut down immediately in an 
emergency. 

Another concern may be the warm 
water released by nuclear power 
plants. At San Onofre, sea water is 
used to cool the plant condensers, 
and then the warmed water is 
returned to the sea. 

To determine whether this harms 
the marine environment, Edison 
commissioned an oceanographic 
company of national stature to 
monitor the offshore waters both 
before and after the plant was built. 
Monitoring began in niid-1963 
—four’-and-a-half years before the 
plant commenced commercial 
operation—and has continued 
ever since. 

Result: twenty-one reports reveal 
no significant changes in the marine 


One of their concerns is radiation. 
Actually, natural background 
radiation is everywhere and always 
has been. It comes from the food you 
eat, the air you breathe, the 
materials used to build your home. 

The San Onofre Nuclear Plant near 
San Clemente is a source of some 
radiation, too. The question is, how 
much additional radiation are people 
exposed to living near San Onofre? 
The answer; so little that an 
elaborate monitoring program has 
yet to detect any such radiation 
from operation of the plant. 

People may also wonder what would 
happen to a nuclear power plant if 
there were a severe earthquake. The 
fact is, the design provisions for 
nuclear power plants against 
earthquakes far exceed those 
required by standard building codes. 

The San Onofre plant, for instance, 
was constructed to withstand more 
severe shaking than from any quake

Congress today was ad¬ 
vised by County Supervisors 
that the Mills welfare re¬ 
form bill was “unaccept¬ 
able” bocatU.so “it fails to 
provide flna.ncial relief to 
local property taxpay e r s 
now forced to pay for U.S.- 
state welfare programs.” 

Supervi.sor Chairman War¬ 
ren Dorn said Rep. Wilbur 
D. Mills’ mea.sure provides 
relief only for states, not 
local agcincios or their prop¬ 
erty owners. 

“Another unfavorable as¬ 
pect is that it carries a pro¬ 
vision that no state’s wel¬ 
fare cOiSts (state and coun¬ 
ty) can 'be greater than 
what the states and coun¬ 
ties paid' this year. 

“This is the so-ealled hold 
harmless provision,” said 
Dorn. 

Ho pointed out that the 
U.S. Supreme Court aboli.sh- 
ed the welfare residency re¬ 
quirements in 1968, thus 
"paving the way for mas¬ 
sive migration to the coun- 

ty- 

“By using 1968 as a base 
year, California and its 
conntios would receive 
greater fi.scal support,” Dorn 
added'. “Using next year 
woulrl be financial disaster 
for homeowners.” 

■He reported that In 1968, 
the county cc.st for welfare 
for 440,006 persons was $91 
million. Next year, it is ex¬ 
pected to reach $285 million 
for 2.2 million persons, or a 
tax rate increase of $1.61. 

“I am unalterably op¬ 
posed to local property tax¬ 
payers being charged for 
these monumental, horre,n- 
dous state - U.S. dictated 
welfare programs,” he said.

Kew Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
m-otect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and "Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by ‘ ‘Richard Roe or the East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.
